pinnacle of German favor. 


It would be real interesting to know which of these represents 


lives of American constituents is the most popular with their new ­ 


found friends.

by the acceptance of obligations not to resort to war. 
by the prescription of open, just and honorable relations between 
nations. 


by the first establishm ent of the understandings of international 
law as the actual rule of conduct anions governments, and 
> the m aintenance of justice and a scrupulous respect for all 
treaty obligations in the dealings of organized people villi 
one another. 
Agree to this Covenant of the League of Nations. 
ARTICLE I. 
The original Members of the League of Nations shall be those 
of the Signatories which are named in the Annex to this Covenant 
and also such ol those other Stales named in the Annex as shall ac­ 
cede without reservation to this Covenant. 
Such accession shall be 
effected by* a Declaration deposited with the Secretariat within two 
months of the coming into force of the Covenant. 
shall be sent to all other Members of the League. 
Any fully self-governing State, Dominion or Colony not named 
iii the Annex may become a member of the League if its admission 
is agreed to b\ two-thirds of the Assembly, provided that it shall 
give effective guarantees of its sincere intention to observe its in­ 
ternational obligations, and shall accept such regulations as may he 
prescribed by the League 
iii regard to its military, naval aud air 
forces and armaments. 


Any Member of the League may, after two years’ notice of its 
Intention so to do. withdraw from the League, provided that att its 
international obligations and all its obligations under this Covenant 
shall have been fulfilled at the time of its withdrawal. 
ARTICLE 2. 
The act ion of the League under this Covenant shall be. effective 
through the instrum entality of an Assembly and of a Council, with 
a permanent Secretariat. 
ARTICLE 3. 
rI he Assembly shall consist of Representatives of the Members 
of the League. 
I he Assembly shall meet at stated intervals from time to time 
as occasion may require at the Seat of the League or at such other 
place as may be decided upon. 
The Assembly may deal al its meetings with any m atter within 
the sphere of action of the League or affecting the peace of the 
world. 
. 
At meetings of the Assembly each Member of the League shall 
have one vote, and may have not more than three Representatives. 
ARTICLE 4. 
The Council shall consist of Representatives of the Principal 
Allied and Associated Powers, together with Representatives of four 
other members of the League^ These four Members shall be selected 
by the Assembly from time to time in its discretion. 
Until the ap­ 
pointment of Representatives of the four Members of the League first 
selected by the Assembly, Representatives of Belgium. Brazil, Spain 
and Greece shall be members of the Council. 
W ith the approval of the majority of the Assembly, the Council 
may name additional Members of the League whose Representatives 
shall always be members of the Council; the Council with like approv­ 
al may increase the number of Members of the League to be selected 
by the Assembly for representation on the Council. 


The Council shall meet from time to time as occasion may require, 
and at least once a year , at the Seat of the League, or at such other 
place as may be decided upon. 


The Council may deal at its meetings with any m atter within 
the sphere of action of the League or affecting the peace of the w’orld. 


Any member of the League represented on the Council shall be 
invited to send a Representative to sit as a member at any meeting 
of the Council during the consideration of m atters specially affecting 
the Interests of that Member of the League. 


At meetings of the Council, each Member of the League repres­ 
ented on the Council shall have one vote, and may have not more 
than one Representative. 
ARTICLE 5. 
Except where otherwise expressly provided in this Covenant or 
by the term s of the present Treaty, decisions at any meeting of the 
Assembly or of the Council shall require the agreem ent of all Mem­ 
bers of the League represented at the meeting. 
All m atters of procedure at meetings of the Assembly or of the 
Council, including the appointment of Committees to investigate par­ 
ticular matters, shall be regulated by the Assembly or by the Council 
and may be decided by a majority of the Members of the League 
represented at the meeting. 
The first meeting of the Assembly and the first meeting of the 
Council shall be summoned by the President of the United States 
of America. 
ARTICLE 6. 
The permanent Secretariat shall be established at the Seat of 
the League. 
The Secretariat shall comprise of a Secretary General 
and such secretaries and staff as may be required. 
The first Secretary General shall be the person named in the 
Annex; thereafter the Secretary General shall be appointed by the 
Council with the approval of the majority of the Assembly. 
The secretaries and staff of the Secretariat shall be appointed 
by the Secretary General with the approval of the Council. 
The Secretary General shall aet in that capacity at all meetings 
of the Assembly and of the Council . 
The expenses of the Secretariat shall be borne by the Members 
of the League J n accordance with the apportionment of the expenses 
of the International Bureau of the Universal Postal Union.

The Seat of the League is established at Geneva. 
The Council may at any time decide that the Seat of the League 
shall be established elsewhere.

ARTICLE 8 
The members of the League recognize that the maintenance of 
peace requires the reduction of national Armaments to the lowest 
point consistent with national safety and the* enforcement by com­ 
mon action cd international obligations. 
The Council, taking account of the geographical situation aud 
circumstances of each State, shall formulate plans for such reduction 
for the consideration and action of the several governments. 
Such plans shall be subject to reconstruction and revision at least 
every ten years. 


Atter these1 plans shall have been adopted by the several Govern­ 
ments. the limits of arm am ents therein fixed shall not be exceeded 
without the concurrence of the Council. 


The Members of the League agree that the manufacturer by pri­ 
vate enterprises of munitions and implements of war is open to grave 
objections. 
The Council shall advise how the evil effects attendant 
upon such manufacture can be piovented. due regard being had 
Jo 
the necessities of those Members of the League which are not able 
to manufacture the munitions and implements of war necessary for 
their safety. 


The Members of the League undertake to interchange full and 
trank information as to the scale of their armaments, their military 
naval and air programs and the condition of such of their industries 
as are adaptable to warlike purposes. 


ARTICLE 9 
A permanent Commission shall be constituted to 
advise 
the 
Council on the execution of the provision of Articles I and 8 and on 
military, naval and air questions generally. 
ARTICLE 10. 
The Members of the League undertake to respect and preserve 
as against external aggression the territorial integrity and existing 
political independence of all Members of the League. 
Iii case of any 
such aggression or case of any threat or danger of such aggression 
tile Council shah advise upon the means by which this obligation 
shall be fulfilled. 
ARTICLE 11. 
Any war or threat of war. whether immediately affecting any 
of the Members of the League oi not, is hereby declared a uiattei 
of concern to the whole League, and the League shall take any action 
that may be deemed wise and effectual to safeguard the peace of 
nations. 
In case any such emergency should arise the Secretary Gen­ 
eral shall, on the request of any Member of the League, forthwith 
summon a meeting of the Council.

It is also declared to be tin* friendly right of each Member of 
the League to bring to the*attention of the Assembly or of the Coun­ 
cil any circumstance whatever affecting international relations w'hich 
threatens to disturb international peace or the good understanding 
between nations upon which peace depends.

ARTICLE 12. 
The Members of the League agree that if there should arise be­ 
tween them any dispute likely to lead to a rupture, they will submit 
the m atter either to arbitration or to inquiry by the Council, 
and 
they agree in no case to resort to war until three months after the 
award by the arbitrators or the report by the Council. 
Iii any case under this Article the award of the arbitrators shall 
be made within a reasonable time, and the report of the Council 
shall be made within six months after the submission of the dispute. 
ARTICLE 13. 
1 
The Members of the le ag u e agree that whenever any dispute 
shall arise between them which they recognize to be suitable for 
submission to arbitration and which cannot be satisfactorily settled 
by diplomacy, they will submit the whole subject-matter to arbitration. 
Disputes as to the interpretation of a treaty as to any question 
of international law, as to the existence of any fact which if estab­ 
lished would constitute a breach of any international obligation, ot* as 
to the extent and nature of the reparation to be made for any such 
breach, are declared to be among those which are generally suitable 
for submission to arbitration. 
For the consideration of any such dispute the Court of Arbitra­ 
tion to w’hich the case is referred shall be the Court agreed on b> 
Hie parties to the dispute or stipulated in any convention existing 
between them. 
The Members of the League agree that they will cany’ out in 
full good faith any award that may be rendered, and that they will 
not resort to war against a Member of the League which complies 
therewith. 
In the event of any failure to carry out such an award, 
the Council shall propose what steps should be taken to give effect 
thereto. 
ARTICLE 14. 
The Council shall formulate and submit to the Members of the 
League for adoption plans for the establishment of a Permanent 
Court of International Justice 
The Court shall be competent to 
hear and determine any dispute of an international ch aractervwhich 
the parties thereto submit to it. 
The Court 
may also give an ad­ 
visory opinion upon any dispute or question referred 
to it bv tile 
Council or by the Assembly. 
ARTICLE 15. 
If there should arise between Members of the League any dis­ 
pute likely to lead to a rupture, which is not submitted to arbitra­ 
tion in accordance with Article 13. the Member* of the League agree 
that they will submit the m atter to the Council; 
Any party to Un* 
dispute may effect such submission by giving notice of the existence 
of the dispute to the Secretary General, who will make all necessary 
arrangem ents for a full investigation and consideration thereof. 
For this purpose the parties to the dispute will communicate to 
the Secretary General, as promptly as possible, statem ents of their 
case with all the relevant facts and papers, and the Council may 
forthwith direct the publication thereof. 
The Council shall endeavor to effect a settlement of the dispute, 
and if such efforts are successful a statem ent shall be made public, 
giving such facts and explanations regarding the dispute and the 
term s of settlem ent thereof as the Council may deem appropriate. 
lf the dispute is not thus settled, the Council either unanimous!) 
or bv a majority vote shall make and publish a report containing a 
statem ent of the facts of the dispute and the ^com m endations which 
are deemed just and proper in regard thereto. 
\n v Member of the League represented on the Council 
ma) 


make public a statement of the facts of the dispute and of the con­ 
clusions regarding the same. 
If a report by the Council is unanimously agreed to by the mom- 
bets thereof - ut he;- than the Representatives of one or more of the 
parties to the dispute, the Members of the League agree that they 
"ill not go to war with a nj party to the dispute which complies with 
the recommendations- of the report. 
If the Council fails to reach a report which is unanimously agreed 
lo by the members thereof, other than the Representatives of one or 
more of the parties to the dispute, the Members of the League re­ 
serve to themselves the rigid to take such 
action 
as 
they 
shall 
consider necessary for the maintenance of right and justice. 
If the dispute between the parties is claimed by one of them. 
and is found by the Council to arise out of m atter which by interna­ 
tional law is solely within th^ domestic jurisdiction of that party, 
the Council shall so report and shall make no recommendation as 
to its settlement. 
The Council may 
in any case under this Article refer the dis­ 
pute to the Assembly. 
Tin* dispute shall de so referred at the re­ 
quest of either party to the dispute, provided that such request be 
made within fourteen days after the submission of the dispute to the 
Council. 
In any case referred to the Assembly, all the provisions of this 
Ai tid e and of Article 12 relating to the action and powers of the 
Council shall apply to tin* action and powers of the Assembly, pro­ 
dd ed that a ieport made by the Assembly, if concurred in by the 
Representatives of those Members of the League represented on the 
I “lim it and of a majority of tin* other Members of the League, ex­ 
clusive in each case of the Representatives of the parties to the dis­ 
pute, shall have the same force as a report by the Council concurred 
iii by all members thereof other than the Representatives of one or 
inore of the parties to th^ dispute. 
ARTICLE 16. 
Should any Member of the League resort to war in disregard of 
its covenant under Article 12. 13 or lf>. it shall ipso facto be deemed 
to have committed an act of war against all other Members of the 
League, which hereby undertake immediately to subject it to the 
severance of all trade or financial relations, the prohibition of all 
intercourse between their nationals and the nationals of the coven 
ant breaking State, and tile prevention of all financial, commercial or 
personal intercourse between the nationals of the covenant-breaking 
State and the nationals of any other State, whether a Member of the 
League or not. 
, 
It shall be the duty of the Council in such cases to recommend 
to the several governments concerned what effective military, naval 
or air force the Members of the League shall severally contribute 
to the’armed forces to be used to protect the covenants of the League. 
The Members of the* League agree, further, that they will mu­ 
tually support one another in the financial and economic measures 
which one taken under this article, in order to minimize the loss 
and inconvenience resulting from 
the 
above measures, 
and 
that 
they will mutually support one another in resisting any special meas­ 
ures aimed at one of their, number by the covenant-breaking State, 
and that they will take the necessary steps to afford passage through 
their territory to the forces of any Members of the League which are 
co-operating to protect the covenants of the League. 
Any Member of the League w’hich has violated any covenant 
of the League may be declared to be no longer a Member of the 
L eagu e by a vote of the Council concurred in by the Representatives 
of all the other Members of the League representing thereon. 
ARTICLE 17. 
In ihe event of a dispute between a Member of the League and 
a State which is not a Member of the League, or between States 
not Members of the League, the State or States not Members of the 
League shall be invited to accept the obligations of membership in 
the League for the purposes of such disputes, upon conditions as the 
Council may deem just. 
If such invitation is accepted, the provisions 
of Article 12 to 16 inclusive shall he applied with such modifications 
as may he deemed necessary by the Council. 
lipon such invitation being given the Council shall immediately 
institute ail inquiry into the crcumstances of the disputes and recom­ 
mend such action as may seem best and most effectual in the circum­ 
stances . 
If a State so invited shall refuse to accept the obligations 
of 
membership in the League for the purpose or such dispute, ami shall 
resort to war against a Member of the League, the provisions 
of 
Article 16 shall be applicable as against a State taking such action. 
If both parties to the dispute so invited refuse to accept the obli­ 
gations of membership iii the League for the purpose of such dispute, 
the Council may take such measures and make such recommenda­ 
tions as will prevent hostilities and will result in the settlement of 
the dispute. 
ARTICLE 1§. 
Every treaty or international engagement entered into hereafter 
by any Member of the League shall be forthwith registered with 
•the Secretariat and shall as soou as possible be published by it. 
No such treaty or international engagement shall be binding until 
so registered. 
^ 
ARTICLE 19. 
The Assembly may from time to time advise the reconsideration 
by Members of the League of treaties which have become inappli­ 
cable and the consideration of international conditions whose con­ 
tinuance might endanger the peace of the world. 
ARTICLE 20 
The Members of the League severally asrree that this Covenant 
is accepted as abrogating all obligations or understandings inter se 
which are inconsistent with the terms thereof, and solemnly undertake 
that they will not hereafter enter into any engagements inconsis­ 
tent with the terms of this Covenant, it shall be the duty of such 
Member to take immediate steps to procure its release from such 
obligations. 
ARTICLE 21. 
Nothing iii this Covenant shall be deemed to affect the validity 
of international engagements, such as treaties of arbitration or re­ 
gional understandings like the Monroe Doctrine, for securing the 
maintenance of peace. 
ARTICLE 22. 
To those colonies and territories which as a consequence of the 
late war haxe ceased to be under the sovereignty of the States which 


formerly governed them aud which are inhabited by peoples not 
able to stand by themselves under the strenuous conditions of 
modern world, there should be applied the principle thai the 
being and development of such peoples form a sacred trust of c 
zation and that securitievS for the performance of this trust si 
be embodied in this Covenant. 


The best method of giving practical effect to this principle is 
the tutelage of such people should be* entrusted to advanced nat 
who by reason of their resources, their experience or their geogn 
cai position can best un^erUke this re sp o n sib ly , and who are wi 
to accept it, and that this^tutelage should be exercised by*thei 
Mandatories on behalf of the League. 


The character of the mandate must differ according to the-* 
of the development of the people, the geographical situation of 
territory, its economic conditions and other circumstances. 


Certain communities formerly belonging to the Turkish En 
reached a stage of development where their existence as indei 
cut nations can be provisionally recognized subject to the rend* 
of administrative advice and assistance by a Mandatory v;ntil 
time as they are able to stand alone.

Mandatory, aud other circumstances, can be best administered u.’ 
the laws of the Mandatory as integral portions of its territory of 
indigenous population. 


In every case of mandate, the Mandatory’ shall render to 
Council an annual report in reference to the territory committee 
its charge.

The degree of authority, control or administration to the e 


cised by the Mandatory shall, if not previously agreed upon by 
Members of the League, be explicitly defined in each case by 
Council: 
A permanent Commission shall be constituted to receive and
